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of cases of contagious and infectious diseases, it is difficult to obtain 
exact statistics. 

There is also a large and increasing number of cases of typhoid fever 
in this cit3\ I have authentic information to this effect, but no exact 
data. 

The yellow fever and smallpox patients are not confined to the lower 
or even middle classes, but all alike suffer. Foreigners in particular 
are liable, and scarcel}'^ one hei-e has escaped one or the other; the 
number of deaths among the foreign colony is large. The rains will 
not set in before the middle of December. When they do begin it is 
said that both diseases rapidly begin to diminish in numbers and 
intensity, particularly smallpox.
